MANUFACTURERS and manufacturers’ materials form 
an unusually important factor in the figures of our 
foreign commerce during the month of May and, 
indeed, in those of the entire fiscal year. For the first 
time in the history of our foreign trade the value of 
manufactures exported during the month of May ex- 
ceeded that of agricultural products. The total value 
of manufactures exported in May, 1904, was $58.,- 
894,561, against $37,891,838, the value of agricultural 
products exported. Ordinarily the value of agricul- 
tural exports is more than twice as great as that of 
manufactures exported. 

There has been but one complete fiscal year in the 
history of our export trade in which the total exports 
of manufactures were even half as great as the total 
exnorts of agricultural products. In 1900 the value 
of manufactures exported was $433,851,756 and of 
agricultural products $835,858.123, so that in that 
particular year the value of manufactures exported 
little more than one-half that of agricultural 
products exported, but never before had manufactures 


Was a 


equaled or exceeded the value of agricultural products 
in our figures of domestic exports. 

This preponderance of manufactures in the exports 
does not by any means hold good for the entire fiscal 
vear, the total of manufactures exported during the 
eleven months ending with May, 1904, being but little 
more than half the tota] of agricultural exports, ‘ut 
in the single month of May manufactures exported 
actually exceeded agricultural products exported by 
over $*,000,000. 


SOME PLANTs thrive in their native jun- 
Exotics. ole and others under all sorts and condi- 
tions of climate, soil, etc. Others wither 
and droop when removed from their own bleak hill- 
side. The American manufacturer seems to be one of 
those hardy specimens that flourish in any old place, 
as Consul-General Mason of Berlin in a recent report 
tells of the success of American manufacturers in Ger- 
many. 

As part of the general industrial development of 
Germany there is a feature of growing importance 
concerning which little seems to be known or realized 
in this country, and that is the productive capacity of 
manufacturing plants established in that country by 
Americans themselves, equipped with American ma 
chinery and operated under American direction and 
methods. Probably no European country has so many 
of these offshoots from American manufacturing in 
dustries as Germany, which grants to such alien enter- 


prises practically the same privileges and requirements 
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granted and imposed upon native firms and companies. 
Legal obligations to labor, police regulations as to 
solid and fireproof construction, and other legal condi- 
tions make factory management here more difficult 
and troublesome than at home, but the American man- 
agers comply successfully with all such obligations and, 
being on fhe same footing as their native competitors 
in similar lines, they have a definite advantage for the 
European trade over their own or rival firms and com- 
panies in the United States. This advantage embraces 
several elements—the saving of ocean freight and im- 
port duties, the employment of cheaper labor, and the 
fact of being able to compete as local manufacturers 
for municipal and government contracts that would 
not be accorded to foreign bidders. Being in the im- 
mediate presence of their market they are able to 
study and adapt their products to the exact tastes and 
requirements of purchasers, a point which the home 
office in the United States is somewhat apt to neglect. 
The net result is that there is built up here within the 
frontiers of European states a vast group of manufac- 
turing establishments of the most modern type, based 
to a large extent upon local capital, but enjoying all 
the advantages of American experience, machinery and 
operative skill, for the managers and foremen of these 
factories are picked men from the factories in the Uni- 
ted States. Their workmen are mainly natives and 
here is thus set up a series of special industrial schools, 
where men and boys from the best class of local opera- 
tives are trained by American experts in the subtlest 
details of their craft. And when, as happened during 
the depression of Igo0I-2, a large electrical manufac- 
turing establishment of this class at Berlin got into a 
situation where expenses had to be reduced an Ameri- 
can industrial doctor was sent for to diagnose the case 
to the last detail and prescribe the proper remedy. 
There are thus to-day, among others, within the limits 
of Berlin an outgrowth of the great machine-tool 
works at Hamilton, Ohio, three large electrical manu- 
facturing companies closely allied to similar organiza- 
tions in the United States, and one of which is a di- 
rect offshoot from the parent factory in Brooklyn and 
is perhaps the principal producer of small electric mo- 
tors and paper insulators for the whole of Germany. 

An American match factory in Baden practically 
dominates that branch of industry in southern and 
western Germany. The Luxfer prismatic glass and 
American radiators are made in Germany by branch 
works of the home companies, and an American fac- 
tory at Hanover supplies pneumatic brakes for the 
whole Prussian railway system. Another important 
combination is that which has been recently concluded 
between the American General Electric Company and 
the ‘Allgemeine’ and Union companies, of Berlin, 
to unite in the possession and working of the Curtis 
and Riedler-Stumpf patents for steam turbines and 
turbo-dynamos. They have mapped out in’ combina- 
tion their respective spheres of influence, and their op- 
erations will cover exclusively, so far as their patents 
are concerned, the whole of Europe and America. 
These are but examples of the American factories and 
combinations abroad which must in future operate 
powerfully to restrict certain classes of exports from 
the United States. 


In another column of this paper will be 
found a communication from John Free- 
man, formerly of Freeman, Delamater 
& Co., Detroit, Mich., in which he states 
that no attention should be paid to anonymous com- 
munications. 

If the gentleman’s viewpoint were an editorial one, 
we would indorse his views, as no paper is, in our 
opinion, justified in printing a communication con- 
cerning whose authorship it has no inkling; but from 
the viewpoint of an interested reader merely, his criti- 
cism is not only unwarranted, but is inconsistent as 
well, 

Of course, now that Mr. Freeman, formerly of 
Freeman, Delamater & Co., has retired from business, 
his views concerning different matters pertaining to 
the hardware trade are probably more freely shared 
with the trade and the public than when he was in 
harness. Why not? He has no customers to lose 
and no competitors to embroil. If he irritates a man- 
ufacturer he need fear no reprisals in the shape of 
having a valuable agency taken away from him. 

Mr. Freeman has enjoyed a long and honorable 
business career and we are glad that he is now enjoy- 
ing what collegians are wont to style otinm cum dig; 
but however calmly or obstreperously he may enter his 
denial, the fact remains that the retired looker-on is 
far freer in his opinions than the active participant. 

Mr. Freeman’s animadversions against anonymity 
are stamped with glaring inconsistency. 


Anonymity. 


In the days when he was a leader in the world of 
hardware his influence was directed toward the main- 
tenance of closed sessions on the part of organizations 
with which he was identified. 

Why was Mr. Freeman in favor of barring the 
press from the deliberations of the bodies of which he 
was one of the directors if not that members might 
feel free to use language they did not care to sponsor 
in the glare of trade publicity? 

The saw has it that what is sauce for the goose is 
sauce for the gander, but Chef Freeman apparently 
serves his convention speech goose with cream sauce 
and his press communication gander with tobasco 
sauce. 

We do not know or care, for that matter, what 
rules other editors follow in the matter, but the writer 
of this article always has and always will use a cer- 
tain editorial discretion in the matter of publishing the 
names of His correspondents. For example, on the 
same page on which Mr. Freeman’s letter appears is 
a communication which starts in: “A prominent east- 
ern manufacturer writes.””’ The author of this letter 
is an official of the American Hardware Manufactur- 
ers’ Association, a gentleman that Mr. Freeman cer- 
tainly knows by reputation and, we believe, must have 
been personally acquainted with in the days of his 
strenuous knowledge of the hardware field. The let- 
ter in question came to our editorial desk under no 
seal of secrecy and with no insistence on the author’s 
name appearing, and we would have felt perfectly justi- 
fied in publishing the writer’s name. However, as in 


the course of this letter he made the statement that 
his firm only sold $200 or $300 worth of goods to 
catalogue houses in the course of a year and at prices 
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made by jobbers to retailers, we concluded, perhaps 
wisely, perhaps unwisely, perhaps in accordance with 
the wishes of the writer of the letter in question and 
perhaps directly thwarting them, to publish the letter 
in question anonymously. Our reason was that we 
feared some of this man’s competitors might use a 
lying half-truth against him and say, “So-and-So says 
flatfootedly in THE AMERICAN ARTISAN that he sells 
to catalogue houses.” 

This gentleman’s letter is as strong, save for the 
great weight that his signature always carries, as 
though his name appeared, and its omission, if a fault, 
rests on editorial shoulders and editorial shoulders 
alone. 

Trade paper experience brings one into contact with 
hundreds of men who desire certain ideas promulgated, 
but do not care for the credit of fathering them. We 
are not ashamed to candidly admit that some of the 
editorials that appeared in THE .AMERICAN ARTISAN 
on the line of fighting catalogue house competition 
some years ago which attracted marked attention at the 
time were suggested to the editor by a traveling 
man who was heart and soul with the retail trade in 
their fight against this evil, but who expressly stipu- 
lated that his ideas were to appear as if emanating 
from the editorial pen, if in accord with the trend of 
ideas that were wont to splutter from the aforesaid pen, 
in order that his personality might be entirely elimina- 
ted from the matter. 

This man’s reason for this self-abnegation was that 
the firm he represented sold heavily to catalogue houses 
and the latter would unquestionably take umbrage at 
the bitter arraignment of some of their hollow pre- 
tenses if they became aware of the author’s identity. 

Trade is different from politics. The business man 
looks for results rather than for glory. He enters a 
trade association in order that results may be worked 
out for the common benefit of all rather than for self- 
glorification. 

Consequently you generally find him working for an 
idea rather than pushing himself as the originator of 
an idea. Sometimes a business man prefers to work 
without drawing fire on himself as author of a scheme 
and sometimes he prefers to identify himself with a 
trade movement on every possible occasion. 

We fail to see any force in Mr. Freeman’s strictures.

We take pleasure in presenting herewith an additional batch of interesting letters we have 
received from various branches of the trade, commenting on the question of catalogue house 


competition. 


The different angles of vision show that there is need of greater unison in the 


ranks of legitimate merchandising—a consummation that is felicitously nearer with each 


succeeding month. 


REAL. AND FALSE REMEDIES. 


In our May 28th issue we published an editorial on Cata- 
logue House Competition. A traveling man wrote a letter 
criticising this article in our June 11th issue, and we replied 
to him in our June 18th issue, and now he writes us a second 
letter as follows: 

SAYS WE ARE TRUCULENT. 

“Your truculent editorial in a recent issue is written in a 
strain of personal abuse and is not that of a dispassionate man. 
You evidently feel obligated to condone an irritated con- 
stituency for having published my letter by childish personal- 
ities. This editorial of vours, for example, speaks of travel- 
ers who attend conventions as “microscopic men,” as an an- 
swer to my statement that hardware dealers attend conven- 
tions chiefly to sponge on traveling men. Now, your Mr. 
Stern and your Mr. Johnston have certainly attended enough 
conventions of retail hardware dealers to know the truth 
even if you refuse to take heed to it in your editorials. Was 
there ever a hardware convention that was called together on 
time? Is it not a fact that every time one is held the presi- 
dent who calls the meeting to order with some fifteen dealers 
present, while there are 200 names on the hotel register of 
dealers, says, “More dealers will come in later. I guess they 
are having a good time with their traveling friends.” As re- 
gards the plans of Norvell and Simmons, your editorials show 
such a hostile bias that further argument would be useless.” 


DOES NOT BELIEVE IN ANONYMOUS COMMUNICATIONS. 
John Freeman, Detroit, Mich., writes: 


CRITICISM IS INCORRECT. 

I note your comment on papers read by Norvell, Sim- 
mons and Bogardus on subject “Catalogue Houses,” at At- 
Hardware Jobbérs’ Association, 
also the many anonymous articles covering this subject. I will 
state that at the present time I am not engaged in the hard- 
ware trade, consequently hesitated whether I should give my 
opinion, but as you have requested me, I will reply by saying 
that I think your criticism of the Norvell paper that it means 
a boycott on the manufacturers incorrect. You have got the 
wrong impression. I do not think that this was the senti- 
ment of the paper. As I would understand it, the ohject 
in securing a digest or condition that exists of the many ir- 
regularities on the part of some manufacturers, so that this 
information may be in the possession of the wholesale and 
retail hardware trade with this before them. The matter 
could be taken up in a proper and honorable manner with 
the manufacturers or their agents and the irregularities ad- 
justed on a fair and equitable basis both to the manufacturers, 
jobbers and retailers and catalogue houses, as I feel that most 
of the manufacturers are willing to do what is fair in the 
matter.

INJUSTICE IS NOT REALIZED. 


Moreover, many of them do not realize the injustice 
done in selling catalogue houses as they have been doing, as 
it has only been in the past few years that this evil has grown 
to be such a burden to the retailers and annoyance to the 
jobbers. I do not think that action on these lines would 
imply a boycott, but would lead up to the conditions as sug- 
gested by our friend Bogardus, that other considerations be- 
sides quantity should govern price. 

AGGRESSIVENESS WOULD HELP. 

Mr. Simmons’ suggestion of more aggressiveness on the 

part of the retailer is correct and no doubt would help in 


part to solve the problem, but the hearty and loyal co-opera- 
tion of the retailers and jobbers will eventually lead to a 
proper and satisfactory solution of this unjust competition. 


WRITER SHOULD SIGN HIS NAME. 

The Missouri and Indiana retailers and the many other 
anonymous letters covering this question I have no criticism 
to offer, only to say that no attention should be given to 
any anonymous communications. If the cause is worthy 
the discussion of the writer then he should father his 
criticisms by signing his name. I have often been led 
to believe in reading some of these anonymous communi- 
cations in the daily papers and trade journals that the matter 
was prepared and written in their own office, and were I the 
proprietor of a paper I would never allow letters of this kind 
to be published unless they were properly fathered by the 
signature of the writer. 

With this I close, trusting that a remedy may be found 
for correcting the existing evil. 


A VEXED SUBJECT. 

A leading Eastern manufacturer writes: 

DO NOT GIVE CATALOGUERS JOBBING PRICES. 

The whole question seems to be under a most vigorous 
discussion. Ours is not a line of business handled to any 
extent by the catalogue houses; our entire business with them 
for a year does not amount to more than $200 or $300. We 
never give them the prices we do the jobbers, but about the 
price a jobber would get from the retail trade. 


COUNTRY DEALERS WILL CARRY BETTER STOCKS. 

We fully appreciate that the subject is a very vexed one 
to both the retail hardware man as well as the jobbers, and it 
will, unquestionably, cause the country retail hardware man 
to carry better stocks and present his goods more attractively 
to consumer. 

I do not know of anything more that I can add to the 
question—so much has been said and so well said by the 
jobbing interests and the retail hardware association. 


ADVANTAGES OF CATALOGUE HOUSE TRADE. 
An eastern manufacturer writes: 


SOME HIT THE MARK. 

I have noted a number of articles on the catalogue house 
question in your paper and the number of letters that have 
appeared in your recent issues on this question. Several of 
the writers have gone astray and a few have hit the mark. 
Those who hit the mark have been those that discussed the 
question of cost of doing business. 


GOODS ARE WRITTEN UP GRATIS. 

A catalogue house sale is a sale and that’s the beginning 
of it and the end of it. If they want to use cuts in their 
catalogue they send to you for electros and reduce them. 
They write up your goods gratis. They pay cash. 

JOBBERS’ DELINQUENCIES 

That’s a business way of doing business. The jobber 
pays cash at times. At times he gets credit. If your cut goes 
in his catalogue he wants you to make it a special size at 
your expense. Then in some cases he wants you to pay for 
illustrating and describing the goods in his paper. Again, 
often as not, he publishes an alleged magazine and wants you 
to advertise in that. If the market goes down he wants a 
rebate. Its a case of his getting goods at lowest notch prices 
to start with with quantity discounts for a larger quantity 
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than he orders, cash discounts if he can get them on time 
payments and extras here, extras there. 
THE RETAILER’S MITE. 

Well, your goods finally go to the retailer and your 
troubles begin over again. You are asked to spend $100 here, 
$50 there, $25 the other place for advertisements in all kinds 
of official publications. 

ADVERTISEMENTS IN OFFICIAL HEATING PAPER. 

Now let me make a point about these advertisements. I 
sell a specialty to the heating trade and if I am on the list 
“In Accord” of the Master Steam & Hot Water Fitters’ Asso- 
ciation I know that my advertisement in their official bul- 
letin means something, as no one can advertise in that, not 
for $10,000 a page, if they sell to any but legitimate steam 
fitters. 


ADVERTISEMENTS IN OFFICIAL HARDWARE PAPERS. 


But in the official publications of the hardware associa- 
tion your advertisement appears side by side with firms who 
sell Montgomery Ward & Co. and Sears, Roebuck & Co., 
and whose goods are listed in their catalogues. You cannot 
even argue that the fact that you are allowed to advertise 
in there official publications is presumptive proof that you 
do not sell catalogue houses. I think, however, that the 
manufacturer, jobber and retailer are getting nearer together 
all the time. 

CATALOGUE HOUSES SELL CHEAP AND INFERIOR GOODS. 

A leading Eastern hardware manufacturer writes: 


DIFFERENT CONDITIONS IN EAST AND WEST. 


Of course, I am very much interested, and yet the pe- 
culiar phase of catalogue house competition as shown in the 
West does not exist very largely in the East, as the Eastern 
catalogue houses sell the retailers and not to consumers. While 
I do not wish to have my name mentioned in the matter, 
I am, of course, much opposed to the catalogue business, 
especially in its Western form. 

A DEMORALIZING BUSINESS. 

Even where the catalogue house sells to the retailer it is 
demoralizing business for many reasons, among which may 
be stated the fact that as a rule these houses sell cheap and 
inferior goods. 

They do not carry full assortments. 

Their descriptions of goods are often misleading. 

The retailer in dealing with them does not have thar feel- 
ing of security that he enjoys in dealing with an old estab- 
lihsed and guaranteed jobber. 


EDUCATIONAL WORK IS RECOMMENDED. 


A certain amount of explanation is necessary in selling 
goods and the educational work expended by the jobbing sales- 
man can hardly be estimated. Were it not for this educa- 
tional work done by the jobber it is doubtful whether the 
catalogue houses could sell their goods at all, and as a mat- 
ter of fact they reap largely the benefit of the jobber’s exten- 
sive corps of salesmen. ‘ 


CANNOT EXIST SIDE BY SIDE. 


The two systems can hardly exist side by side, if the 
catalogue house expects to keep up its present rate of expan- 
sion, but I should be very sorry to see the jobbers in the 
country develop into catalogue houses, either in selling to 
retailers or consumers. 


RETAILER IS ESSENTIAL TO CONSUMER. 


So far I have spoken of this only from the standpoint 
of the jobber, but I think the desirability of local dealers has 
been most cogently stated by Mr. Bogardus, president of the 
National Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association, and I think it 
would be a serious day for the country when the retailers 
were driven out of the small towns and the catalogue houses 
allowed to possess the land. The consumer would soon real- 
ize the inconvenience of not being able to see the goods be- 
fore buying them. He would also greatly miss the long 
credit given by the retailer, while the interest of the towns 
would suffer greatly by losing this volume of trade. 

I firmly believe the best interests of the country demand 
a continued life of the jobber and retailer, and it now rests 
with the public to cast the deciding vote. 
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AN ABLE LETTER ON STEEL RANGE AND 


OTHER PEDDLERS. 


The following able letter on the peddler question 
was written by one of the ablest hardware men in 
Arkansas and appeared in the Prescott, Ark., Picayune 
of June 23, under the nom de plume of “Plow Boy”: 


“T have a few things on my mind that I would like to 
dispose of and if you will give me a short column in your 
paper I will make use of the opportunity to work them off. 

“We are not having much politics now since everything 
has gone for Davis. I hear some talk of the Populists call- 
ing a county convention to nominate a county ticket, but if 
they should, I think, with the great prosperity that has come 
over our country within the last few years they will not be 
able to make much of a stir. Some of the friends of Oliver 
Jones are wanting him to run for the legislature. If the 
Populists should nominate a full county ticket, as I hear they 
are likely to do and put some of their strongest men on it, 
there might be a lively campaign. It might do the Demo- 
cratic party good to have to put up a strong fight in order 
to win. It would cause them to be careful to keep their 
primaries clean and to put out a ticket of their best men at 
all times. But this is enough on politics. I want to say 
some things about the way in which we ‘Red necked Billies’ 
suffer ourselves imposed on by the machine peddlers, the 
buggy peddlers, and the last but not the least, the range 
peddlers. When money was cotton low and times 
hard there was not one of these pirates to be found in all 
this land and country but just as soon as the farmer began 
to have a little ahead with fair prospects for the future these 
vultures began to swoop.down upon him and get his ‘iron 
clad note’ for these articles at twice their real value.

These 
oilly tongued fellows know all farmer 
and by their promises of long time and false representations 
of superior goods succeed in loading up the simple sucker 
with a debt that ought to have been avoided. I am told on 
good authority that the ‘Home Range peddlers’ have sold three 
carloads of ranges in the territory of Prescott at an average of 
$73.00 each. I learn that this would make a total of about 
150 ranges costing the farmer about $1,100. An examination 
of the prices in any hardware store will show that these 
ranges are high at $50.00 and besides that a steel cook stove 
made of the same material that the range is and that would 
suit the average farmer better than the range can be had for 
$25.00. I am told that these unscrupulous fellows do not work 
the towns at all, but that they go to the ‘Hill Billies’ to find 
a sucker. I am not one of those that believe the farmer is 
any bigger fool than the town dude, but I do know that when 
these slick ducks want to catch a sucker and palm off their 
cheap goods at long range prices they strike out for us coun- 
try people. I'll bet my old blue jumper that there is not a 
Spalding buggy or a Home Comfort range sold in Prescott 
If they are such a good thing and the price is right 
It is because they are there 


this year. 
why are they not sold there? 
so close to the dealer that a comparison is easily made and 
they know they cannot stand the comparison. 

“Our lawmakers recognizing the ‘skin game’ and swin- 
dling schemes of this class of peddlers a few years ago passed 
a law imposing a license of $200.00 on each buggy and range 
peddler, but by some technicality they have managed to dodge 
the law and avoid the penalty. This makes them in spirit and 
in truth outlaws. But I did not start out to abuse the peddlers, 
what I wanted to do was to show how easily we can be gulled 
by those who pay no taxes and help in no way to support 
our schools and churches. The ordinary farmer does not 
seem to have the power and the courage to resist the wiles of 
these plunderers. Let us take time to stop and think and by 
some concert of action protect those whe do not seem to be 
themselves.”

It was the aim of this conference to eliminate all irrele- 
vant matter and get right down to the main principles and 
issues involved. Little time was wasted complaining of ex 
isting conditions. The questions that were discussed and de- 
cided upon were those bearing wpon practical and equitable 
remedies to be applied. 

PLATFORM WAS ADOPTED. 

After earnest and thoughtful consideration of each point 
involved, a platform was adopted for the future guidance of 
those who will be in charge of this work for the jobbing and 
retail interests of the country. 

PORTION OF PLATFORM GIVEN OUT. 


It will be obvious to all that some of the very objects this 
conference had in view would be made more difficult of ac- 
complishment by the publication of all the articles in the plat- 
form, but realizing the general interest of the trade in this sub- 
ject, we are informed that the following is a brief summary of 
some of these articles. 


THE MOST ECONOMICAL SYSTEM. 

The present established system of distributing goods from 
the manufacturer to the jobber, from the jobber to the retailer 
and from the retailer to the consumer is the most economical 
and best serves the interest of all classes of our people and 
therefore must be maintained. 


ONE INJURED, ALL INJURED. 

The manufacturer, the jobber and the retailer are entitled 
to a fair and reasonable profit, and any system of merchandis- 
ing that injures either manufacturer, jobber or retailer should 
be recognized as an injury to all. 
JOBBER AND RETAILER HAVE BEEN GREATLY INJURED 

The present conditions that exist as a result of the methods 
of the catalogue houses in marketing certain well known man 
ufacturers’ brands have greatly injured the jobbing and retail 
hardware trade of this country, and if such methods are to be 
encouraged it means the eventual elimination of the hardware 
jobber and retailer. 

A FALSE SYSTEM OF MAKING PRICES 
The catalogue house system of making prices is recognized 


as being such that a few catalogue houses doing an infinitesimal

BUYERS’ ATTENTION WILL BE CONCENTRATED. 

It is believed that this digest will concentrate the atten- 
tion of all intelligent buyers of both iobbers and retailers upon 
such goods as catalogue houses are permitted to use as baits 
and leaders, and that as a result of such concentration of at- 
tention manufacturers will find they will lose more profit on 
the larger percentage of their sales made through jobbers and 
retailers than they can possibly gain by not controlling the 
prices of the catalogue houses. 

DIGEST WILL REFER TO SUCCEEDING CATALOGUES ONLY 

As a number of manufacturers whose lines of goods appear 
in current catalogues have given their assurance that either 
their lines will not be in future catalogues or that there will be 


a radical change in many of the prices quoted ich cat 
alogues, it has been decided, in justice and fairness to such 
manufacturers, that this digest will cover only catalogues 1s 
sued after this date.

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SHOULD JOIN AN ASSOCIATION. 








Henry Gracey, secretary of the California Retail 
Hardware Dealers’ Association, has sent out the fol- 
lowing forceful argument to hardware dealers in that 
commonwealth. It will prove valuable reading tor 
hardware dealers wherever situated: 

A vigorous, determined youth of sixteen years beginning 
his career in a retail hardware store, commences at the bottom 
and climbs steadily up. The difficulties he encounters all but 
overpower him at times, as night after night tired in body 
and weary in mind he thinks over the problems of the day 
and wonders when the time of enlightenment will come. 
With his never-tiring determination he pushes forward, over- 
coming obstacles here and there until at last, after years of 
patient and diligent steadfastness, he awakens to find that 
he has found the keynote to the situation. The sticktoitiveness 
was what won the day. 

The point in a nutshell is this, my brother hardware man, 
who else, except a hardware man, can appreciate the hard 
knocks and years of experience it took you to learn and master 
the hardware business. It is a recognized fact that it requires 
more hard study, tact and experience to master the hardware 
business than any ‘known line of merchandise. Now, if it 
takes a hardware man, and a hardware man, alone, to appre- 
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ciate another's ability, they certainly have everything in com- 


mon with one another. Now, taking the above facts into 
consideration, what better company can a hardware dealer 


have than with his fellow hardware men, in the exchange of 
ideas, sympathy and in fact, in the interchange of everything 
which is of common interest to all? 

The object of a retail hardware association is to promote 
the welfare of the hardware dealers, where they may be 
brought into closer sympathy, one with the other; where by 
concert of action all grievances and misunderstandings may 
be adjusted or eliminated; where items of broader and wider 
interests may be discussed; where questions affecting not only 
the welfare of the retail hardware dealer, but the state itself, 
may be taken up and unitedly acted upon. 

Now, my brother hardware dealers, how better can you 
benefit yourself and your fellow hardware dealer than by 
joining your State association? Be honest with yourself and

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AN OPEN LETTER TO IOWA DEALERS. 





The officials of the Iowa Retail Hardware Dealers’ 


Mutual Fire Insurance Association have sent out the 


fcllowing letter to the dealers in that state in regard 
to this proposition : 


On May 30th, 1904, the Iowa Hardware Dealers’ Mutual 
Insurance Association declared their first dividend upon poli- 
cies written in 1903, making a clean, cash refund of twenty 
per cent (20 %) on all premiums received. Checks for these 
amounts have been maiied to our customers having. policies 
expiring in July and will be forwarded each month to all 
policy holders having expirations in the following month. 
By the end of our first fiscal year we shall have a list of 
three hundred policy holders and business on our books to 
the amount of $350,000. 

We want to double this business by the end of the pres- 
ent calendar year and thus enable us to make still larger 
refunds by lessening the ratio of expense to income. 

Our system is just as simple and safe as businesslike 
methods will permit us to make it; but it requires a certain 
expense to operate our office. Without materially increasing 
our expense we can handle $3,000,000 of business. This 
would reduce the ratio of the expense item to a very slight 
percentage and increase our rebate a very large percentage. 
For instance on a $3,000,000 basis our premiums would amount 
to $51,500. The expense of transacting the business would 
be less than five per cent, (5%). 

The loss ratio of the largest Hardware Mutual for a pe- 
riod of five vears is iess than 25 per cent of the premium re- 
ceived. Our loss expense shqu'd be no more. This would 
enable us to pay a rebate of 50 per cent and reserve 20 per 
cent for unusual contingencies.

The only effort that it costs you is to fill out a simple 
application biank and determine to patronize an institution 
organized by your fellow-dealers for your own financial bene- 
fit and protection. An agent’s commission for writing your 
application is from 15 to 25 per cent of the premium. If your 
insurance rate is 2 per cent this is $3.00 on a $1,000 or $6.00 
on a $2,000 policy. Suppose it takes you fifteen minutes to 
make out the application. How can you make money faster? 
This illustrates how our methods enable us to save you 
money as compared with ordinary methods of writing insur- 
ance. 

Our plan of writing is to charge the regular board _ rate 
at the time of writing the policy and rebate to the policy 
holder in cash the difference between this amount and the 
actual cost of carrying the insurance. This plan relieves 
you from assessments and saves us the expense and delay of 
collecting the same.

visited by Vice President Aaron Burr, and General 
Lafayette was entertained there later. It was here 


that General Jackson’s wife died, just after he 


was elected president. The famous president him- 
self was buried by the side of his wife in a 
tomb in the garden near this building June 8th 
1845. This building was sold in 1856 by An- 
drew Jackson, Jr., to the state of Tennessee for $48,- 
000. This famous building is now heated by a Schill 
furnace, made by the Schill Bros. Co., Crestline, O.

These two pieces are connected by a screw nipple, and 
the two castings are brought together by this nipple 
upon cast-iron bosses with ground surfaces, so that 
the fire does not reach this nipple connection, and we 
guarantee it absolutely tight. It is fitted and mounted 
and shipped as one piece of casting. The ash-pit is 
deep and cast in one piece. It is fitted with an im- 
proved revolving grate, with teeth at tangents so coal 
cannot drop between grate bars. The grate is so ar- 
ranged that it can easily be removed by taking off the 
front plate of ash-pit. The “Empire” heaters are all 
fitted with a cast-iron casing, which is made up in 
four pieces so that it can easily be fitted to heater. This 
casing is made double, leaving an air space which is 
lined with asbestos filling, which effectually prevents 
the radiating of heat into cellar,.and adds to economy 
of heater. The heating surface is very large. The 
fire is completely surrounded by water; the products 
of combustion, passing through the openings in the 
sides and back of the dome, are obliged to pass over 
the entire outside before going through the openings 
in front of the upper section; they then go over the 
upper section, passing through a revertible flue to the 
smoke pipe. The top section acts as a superheating 
dome, making very dry steam, which is very essen 
tial to a quick working heater and saves coal. The 
water line is positively steady. Clean-out doors of 
proper size are conveniently provided. One of these 
circulars will be forwarded the trade on application.

The Roberts Heating & Ventilating Co., 213-217 So. 
Third St., Minneapolis, Minn., send us a circular call- 
ing attention to the storm king furnaces and combina- 
tion heaters. In this furnace, the products of com 
bustion go first to the top, then downward into the 
radiator, through the upper section of the radiator 
to the front ends and back again to the lower section 
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to the smoke outlet. The air blast attachment pro- 
duces an almost perfect combustion of the gases and 
will last as long as the furnace itself. This attach- 
ment also serves to prevent the radiation of heat, 
through the feed door into the basement. A unique 
feature, which has recently been added to the Storm 
King is the recess at the left side of the pouch feed 
which admits of water coil inside the combustion cham- 
ber; this does away with all necessity for drilling the 
door frame, and furthermore, the coil is not in the 
way when the furnace is fed. The Storm King radia- 
tor joint connects steel and cast iron 4nd is, it is 
claimed, absolutely smoke, gas and air tight. The fire 
pot is a single one-piece casting, nearly one inch in 
thickness and made of pure decarbonized pig iron; its 
strength is also increased by heavy corrugations, which 
add very considerably to its radiating surface. The 
grates are of a Smythe triangular pattern. The grate 
bars can be taken out and replaced independently with 
comparatively little trouble. The body of this furnace 
is made of very heavy steel plates; the bottom is pro- 
tected by a heavy cast flange which sets down into the 
cup joint around the top of the fire pot and extends 
up about 4 inches inside the body. The dome cap is 
made of cast iron, and is corrugated to increase its 
strength and heating surface.

New Chappell Furnace. it a most econom- 
ical furnace. This furnace is adapted for burning 
wood horizontally, and up even with the fire door, so 
that the owner does not have to reach over into a deep 
fire pot to light a wood fire. It is also an established 
fact that wood will burn better in a horizontal position 
that it will in an upright one, according to the claim 
of this concern. The wood grates cen be taken out 
the large fire door, which leaves the horizontal fire box 
a combustion chamber for hard or soft coal, making 
a very practical furnace for either city or country use. 
It is made for either galvanized casing or brick set- 








ting, the casing being insulated with '%4-inch corru- 
gated asbestos air cell and steel. The ash pit is deep 
and commodious, has a convenient water pan and the 
fire door is 12 inches wide and 18 inches high, al- 
lowing plenty of room for putting in coarse wood. 
The door is supplied with a smoke apron to prevent 
the smoke from coming out when firing, and the radia- 
tor is provided with a direct draft damper, which when 
open will allow the smoke to pass directly to the smoke 
flue. This firm have greatly increased the capacity 
of their plant and are in a position to fill orders 
promptly. 
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THE HEATING QUESTION. 


At the sixteenth annual convention of the Ontario 
Association of Architects, held in Toronto, January 12, 
Professor R. C. Carpenter, of Cornell University, de- 
livered an address on “Heating” in which he said that 
local conditions affected their problems. On the conti- 
nent of Europe 60 degrees of heat is considered suffi- 
cient for a house. In America 70 degrees is required. 
A lack of moisture in the air results, which affects 
furniture. Sixteen per cent of moisture is required 
for the saturation of air Most of us live in houses 
whose air is dryer than the air of the driest resort. 
This draws moisture from the body, and results in a 
much higher temperature being required for comfort. 
In a moist atmosphere a lower temperature feels com- 
fortable. It costs money to provide proper ventilation. 
But if the people could be persuaded that the cost of 
ventilation is less than the cost of a physician, pure 
air would be as commonly provided as heat now is. 
The fan system of heating is usually employed in the 
States, pure air being driven over heated surfaces, 
ventilation and heating thus being to some extent 
combined, 

In many respects the hot water system is an ideal 
one for heating. Hot water systems’ require less coal 
than steam, and supply the steadiest temperature. A 
permanent ratio has been worked out in New York 
in the comparative value of steam and hot water, 100 
square feet of steam surface being considered equal 
to 166 of hot water heating. Steam is open to the 
objection that the heat cannot be changed by varying 
the quantity of steam admitted to the radiator. Steam 
is less costly than hot water systems, and smaller 
and less conspicuous radiators can be used with steam. 

The fact that steam under a lower atmospheric pres- 
sure can be generated at a lower temperature than 212 
degrees is being taken advantage of. In a vacuum 
steam can be generated of as low a temperature as 120 
degrees. . Houses "can thus be heated by steam at a 
lower and more comfortable temperature than has 
hitherto been the case, and where exhaust steam is 
available it can be used as a pressure less than atmos- 
pheric. Professor Carpenter described several new 
systems embodying this principle. 

The objection to hot water was the large size of 
radiators required. Certain substances added to water 
raise the boiling point of water. Glycerine mixed 
with water raises the boiling point to 300 degrees. If 
a sufficiently inexpensive salt can be found to add to 
water, which will not affect the pipes and radiators, 
this problem will be solved. In hot air heating the 
furnace should be installed as closely as possible to the 
windward side of the house. 

The architects of Ontario have obtained a notable 
position in the world from the noble and artistic works 
they have produced, said Professor Carpenter, and he 
hoped they would not forget the elements of health 
and comfort in the construction of their buildings.— 
Canadian Manufacturer.

NEW SHEET AND TIN PLATE SCALES. 





While the sheet workers of the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation at the conference with the American Sheet & 
Tin Plate Co. last week accepted the continuation of 
the 18 per cent reduction for the ensuing scale year, 
they received a concession in the sliding scale, which 
advances 2.6 per cent for each one-tenth advance above 
the base instead of 2 per cent as heretofore. The 
agreement entered into with the American Sheet & 
Tin Plate Co. has the following proviso: 

“It is agreed that scales, including the rebate agree- 
ment, be signed temporarily, in accordance with the 
agreement of the present conference and that the 
same remain effective unless abrogated at a subse- 
quent conference. It is further agreed that before 
resuming rebate collections, we will give your rebate 
committee an opportunity to investigate the necessity 
for doing so. Conferences to be called on or befcre 
July 22, 1904.” 

The paragraph introductory to the sheet mill scale 
reads as follows: “It is agreed that when the actual 
average selling price of Nos. 26, 27 and 28 gauge 
plain sheet steel f. o. b. mill is 2.30c per pound, the 
wages for rolling on a sheet and jobbing mill shall 
be as follows, with 2 6-1o per cent additional for

each one-tenth advance above said 2.30 cents selling 
price and 2 6-10 per cent decline for each deduction 
of one-tenth to said 2.30 cents selling price.” Then 
follows the schedule that has been in force since the 
April conference. A number of changes in footnotes 
are made, mainly in the interest of the workers. 

The iron scale is still unadjusted and no date has 
been fixed for holding further conferences. A number 
of iron mills have accepted the proposition of the as- 
sociation to continue operation until an agreement is 
reached. On the board of conciliation of three to arbi- 
trate this scale the Amalgamated Association has chos- 
en M. M. Garland as its representative, while the Re- 
public Iron & Steel Co. has not yet made known its 
choice. The notice sent out to Amalgamated lodges, 
together with the form of this agreement, is as fol- 
lows: 

“Below will be found a copy of the continuous op- 
eration plan which exists between the Amalgamated 
Association and some of the large corporations and 
independent firms. It arranges for settlement by con- 
ciliation if the conferences fail to agree. It provides 
that mills may operate under the old scale pending 
conciliation. It is understood that the conciliators 
are to have access to the books of all companies with 
which points at issue are subject to conciliation. It 
is agreed that firms are to be given the above privi- 
leges upon their agreement to assist local Amalgamat- 
ed Association officers and committee to collect dues 
from delinquent members.” 


CONTINUOUS OPERATION PLAN. 


“A yearly scale shall be presented not later than May 1 of 
each year, said scale to take effect July 1. Failing an agree- 
ment by July 1 of any one year, one conciliator shall be selected 


by the ... eo ee ee . company, one by the Amal- 
gamated Association, and the two so selected shall! select a 
third. 

“These three conciliators shall meet the representatives of 
Te i cw ciea yc aasdewes company and the general officers and

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 

Despite low prices, small demand, and false prophets 
everything points to a stable, conservative market for 
some time to come, with prices at a rising tendency. 
The crop prospects have not been better during the 
past ten years. Railroads have pursued a policy of 
strict economy of late. When these sanguine crop 
prospects have been realized to some extent, it is an- 
ticipated that railroads will be in the market heavily, 
to supply the deficit caused by their past economy. 

Manufacturers of pig iron and its concomitants 
have not fared so badly as many suppose. This is 
especially true of the merchant steel industry. Most 
sellers in this market have figured more sales for the 
last six months than for the same period during 1903. 
Implement manufacturers are loo]-ing for a heavy de- 
mand during the coming year. ‘They believe the ad- 
vent of the presidential election is holding trade in 
abeyance. Sound business men predict a return of 
prosperity when this question has been settled. 

There is little question but what the pig iron mar- 
ket is taking on a decidedly better tone. Northern 
irons are especially strong. $13.50 for No. 2 foundry 
is the minimum price of all Chicago furnaces. De- 
liveries at this schedule may be made far into the fu- 
ture. A substantial tonnage was booked last week, 
extending into December, 1904, and in some cases 
longer. 

Southern irons are quiet. Three months’ require- 
ments are tue longest that can be met at the present 
scale of prices. Prices have a rising tendency, ranging 
from $9 to $9.50, Birmingham, for No. 2. 

It is now certain that the $3.65 freight rate between 
Birmingham and Chicago will be continued for some 
time to come. The Louisville & Nashville, Frisco and 
QO. & C. roads have stipulated to that effect. There is 
small doubt but what the Pennsylvania and Monon 
systems, which have been holding out for a return to 
the $3.85 tariff, will fall rapidly into line. The higher 
rate would have smothered the improving demand for 
Southern irons, which has been marked during the 
past month. All interests have good cause to con- 
gratulate themselves that no advance is to be made. 

Coke continues weak, with the supply far in excess 
of the demand. Prices are sagging in consequence. 





BILLETS. 

The billet association held a meeting in New York 
July 7th. The results of this meeting have not been 
announced at the present writing, but many expect a 
reduction in the price-schedule. Orders have not been 
heavy or numerous in consequence, and the market 
is not strong. Shading of prices is indulged in regu- 
larly. We continue to quote for Bessemer and open- 
hearth billets, 4x4 and larger, up to .25 carbon, $24; 
up to and including .60 carbon, $1 extra; over .60 car- 
bon, $2 extra. Billets, 374 inches and smaller, and 
sheet and tin bars; $25. Open-hearth billets from 
store, $1.30 per 100 Ibs. 
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Report. 





STRUCTURAL STEEL. 

As was the case all spring, large contracts are pend- 
ing, but very few have been let. Ten thousand tons 
of building material are reported on the market ; 25,000 
tons for the extension of the South Side Rapid Transit 
will be let shortly, probably this fall. Prices are un- 
changed, and we quote carlots, mill shipments, Chi- 
cago delivery, as follows: Beams and channels, 16 
inches and under, 1.76'%4c; 18 inches and over, 1.8614c; 
universal plates, 1.76¥%2c; angles, 3x3 and larger, 
1.81%4c; zees, 1.76%c. On lots from store, we quote 
beams, channels and angles, 3x3 and larger, 2c; beams, 
18, 20 and 24 inch, 10c extra; tees, 2.05¢ rates. 





MERCHANT STEEL. 

Inquiries for future deliveries indicate a good vol- 
ume of business for the next six months. Specifica- 
tions continue in abundance. New business is not 
heavy, though the implement makers brought the total 
up to a fair average during the last week. No change 
is reported in prices, and we continue to quote carload 
lots, mill shipments, Chicago delivery, as follows: 
Spring steel, 2c; sleigh shoe, flat sizes, 1.56%c; cun- 
cave and convex, 1.76%4c; cutter shoe, 2.25c; smooth 
finished machinery steel, 1.76%4c base; smooth fin- 
ished tire, 1.71%4c; plow steel, 2.30c and upward, ac- 
cording to quality; toe calk, 2.06¥%c base.

CHICAGO HARDWARE SCRAPS. 


No remarkable changes in the local hardware situ- 
ation are to be chronicled. The same quiet, determined 
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conservatism prevails, though dealers do not hesitate 
to cover for the season’s requirements. The extreme 
tardiness of anything like hot weather has extended 
June trading into July. As a result, summer goods, 
as screen-doors and cloths, garden-hose, iawn mowers, 
ice-boxes, etc., are selling very freely. It is estimated 
that June business for 1904 compares favorably with 
that of last year, while the July business will well 
exceed the corresponding month of 1903. 
Builders’ hardware is dull just at present. Numer- 
ous large buildings are about to be erected, however, 
and the next week will probably witness the closing of 
some large contracts. Prices are weakening. Prices 
on locks will doubtless be reduced at the next meet- 
ing of the Amalgamation. Lack of demand for many 
other builders’ articles has caused sagging prices. 
The directors of the American Steel & Wire Co. 
will hold a meeting next week. It is probable that the 
question of price schedule will be settled definitely at 
that time. Any reduction in wire nails will effect a 
corresponding reduction in the cut-nail price. Prices 
on cut nails are very ragged. 
Corn knives have fallen 25c. Ajax are now quoted 
at $2.10 per doz. Corn hooks are higher.

Prices on barb and smooth fence wire are suffering 
a relapse, though nominally the old schedule is being 
maintained. Manufacturers have reached a point 
where they find it necessary to make price-concessions 
in order to keep their mills in continuous operation. 
There is practically no new tonnage being placed and 
sellers are going after new orders vigorously. This 
falling off in demand is strictly seasonable and to be 
expected. It will probably be followed by a period in 
which the demand will exceed the supply.

‘First impressions are lasting’’—so runs the adage. It should be borne in mind 
that the first impression the possible purchaser receives of a mercantile establishment, 
hardware or otherwise, is derived from a glance at the front window. If it is an 
inviting one, this impression is sure to be a favorable one, while a hodge-podge 
conglomeration of odds and ends inartistically arranged, repels where it should attract 
customers. 

The advertising value of window space is a factor that is systematically under- 
rated by hardware dealers who are otherwise on the alert to grasp trade opportunities. 
The great department stores vie with each other in the elaboration and uniqueness of 
their window displays.
